There is an error in the manual with respect to the time it takes a city 
to produce a cruiser- Initial base production time for a cruiser is 36 
turns with a continued production time of 30 turns as opposed to the 42 
and 35 turns described in the manual- 

There are currently two EGA icon sets and 4 CGA icon sets included on 
the disk- The alternate icon sets can be accessed using the /i 
command as described in the manual. The difference in the EGA icon 
sets is the color of players 1 and 2- Icon set 1 has player 1 being 
white and player 2 being red. In icon set 2, player 1 is red and 
player 2 is magenta. 

The CGA icon sets vary how the land icons are drawn- Icon set 1 uses 
a textured land using cyan and black with white coast lines- Icon 
set 2 has white land with magenta coast lines- Icon set 3 has 
magenta as land while icon set 4 is like icon set 1 except the coast 
lines are magenta. 

If you don't like one of the icon sets, try another! 

Tandy users please note that hitting the BREAK key will lock up the game. 
Also, there is a program available on some Tandy DOS disks that will allow 
your joystick to be used as a mouse- EMPIRE is compatible with this program. 

I'd like to thank Henry Colonna, Neil Harris, Wayne Dunham,
